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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see pages 1-3 of "Remarks/Arguments", filed March 14, 
2005, with respect to Ito (Japanese Patent Publication 63-200102) in view of Stob (U.S. 
Patent 4991070) have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of 
Claims 1-7 have been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-7 and 9-12 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent Claim 1 recites an LCD device wherein a lamp is disposed under a 

display panel and includes a rotating reflection plate with an opening disposed around 
the lamp, whereby light is concentrated onto the display panel through said opening. 
The prior art fails to teach or suggest the combination of structural elements disclosed 
and claimed herein, and all subsequent claims are allowed due to dependency. 

Independent Claim 9 recites an LCD device including a plurality of backlight 
elements under a display panel, wherein each has a light excluding portion and an 
opening portion through which light can be concentrated on said panel, has a rotation 
speed which enables light passing through said opening to be directed toward a portion 
directly under a gate line to which a gate signal is applied. The prior art fails to teach or 
suggest the combination of structural elements disclosed and claimed herein, and all 
subsequent claims are allowed due to dependency.
